TRAMP DEMANDED FOOD 



The county teachers' institute, which is 
being held thin week in the Central school, 
Waukegan, is proving- a most instructive 
one and the attendance la over two hun- 
dred and is the lamest held in many year* 

Tbe lecture given on Monday afternoon 
was by Mrs. Scott of Chicago, Mrs. Scott 
is a representative of the Illinois. Congren 
of Mothers. She said in part : 

One of the aims of this society is to care* 
fully direct the reading of children believ- 
ing that literature is one of the aids to 
character building, aad in these days of an 
abundance of good literature children oifcht 
to be carefully guarded not nagged, in their 
reading. 

To illustrate tbe tact of some mothers to 
avoid nagging, Mrs. Scott related the ex- 
perience of one of tlieir members in over- 
coming tbe choice of bad reading. The 
-boy with some companions had learned to 
read dime novel* in euch'spare time as he 
could net away from the watchful eye of 
bis mother, bat he could not deceive her 
long; she waited three or four days after 
ths discover}', and one duy while talking 
over their reading, sbe said, "I have never 
rend a dime novel, have you?" "Ob, yes," 
answered tbe boy, "and they's just fine." 
■'Well," replied the mother, "if they are 
as good as that I want to read one too." 
So Bhe gave him the money to buy the 
best dime novel he could get nnd tbey sat 
down to read it together. The boy read a 
-few page*) and became uneasy, the mother 
urged him on saying perhaps it might toe 
better further on, the "boy growing more 
and more uneasy and finally threw down 
the book saying be didn't believe he did 
enjoy it after all. Then the tactful mother 
said if he wisbed something really excit- 
ing, Bhe could give it to him from their 
own library, turned to the book case, took 
down Monte Crista and handed it to him 
enying, "Try that,"- He became so ato* 
florbed that he could scarcely take time for 
lunch nnd it was nearly two a. in. when he 
hid finished it. 

Prof. Frank H. • Hall, of Aurora, for 
many years a prominent teacher of Illinois, 
and for several years past tbe superinten- 
dent of the Illinois Farmers' institute. 
formerly superintendent of schools in Wau- 
kegan, bad the following to say about tbe 
introduction of agriculture into tbe public 
schools: 

"I would like to see a law requiring the 
teachers to toe examined in ngrcculture. It 
is not so much that it would insure their 
fitness ob that it would put them to work 
to prepare themselves. I ".would htsitate 
about asking for a law "requiring ngrccul- 
ture to be taught in every school, because 
it would force some teachers to undertake 
it who are not prepared for it, ' . 

"But I would have no objection to a law 
requiring it to be taught within a certain 
period, say five, years. Wisconsin, Ne- 
braska, Missouri, Minnesota,, and other 
states haye a law requiring teachers to be 
examined in agriculture", and we are not 
in the front rank. 

"A law requiring teachers to hold a cer- 
tificate in agriculture would accomplish 
more than any one thing. . It would act 
like the new law requiring state history to 
be- taught. Now every teacher is 1 , buying 
a state history to. prepare on thld subject.* 1 .

have shot them whenever tbey ran across 
them, whether they wanted to carry them 
home for their tail* or not. Of late years 
the code of gnme Inws has contained a 
notice to the effect that while rabbit* were 
really game, they could be shot at any sea- 
son of the year, and at one time it was not 
necessary to linve a hunting license in 
order to make war upon tbe cotton tails. 
There are various other provisions of the 
new frame law which are of interest to 
sportsmen. 9 

The open season for the killing of quail 
hereafter will be from Nov. 15 to Dec. 10. 
The open season on doves is extended from 
Aug. 1 to Aug. 10 nnd the open squirrel 
season is from July'lS to Nov. 15, 

The extension of tbe period when prairie 
chickens can not be killed was extended 
for. four more years, ni it was anticipated 
it would be. The four years clause was to 
expire this year and many hunters were 
hopeful that an open season would be pro- 
vided in the future. It was believed by 
the sthte game commisiioner, however, 
that the chickens needed the protection of 
at least nnottoer four yean. Mexico, Cal- 
ifornia and German quail are included in 
this same. provision, nnd wild turkeys and 
pheasants must not be shot for six jears. 

There will be no more stories of big be- 
ginnings made toy hunters, ns the number 
of game birds nnd animals set by the new 
crarne law ns legitimate is very limited. 
Only twenty, ducks for instance, may be 
shot during a single day in the open sea- 
son, which when tbe ducks are numerous 
will hardly be half a day's sport. The 
limit of twenty applies also to other water 
fowl as w«l| ws ducks. Fifteen quail or 
other small birds is all that can. be taken in 
one day and the squirrel hunter mint return 
home after bagging fifteen of the bush- 
tails. Rabbits, tbe newest protected game, 
has the largest death limit, ns it will be 
legal to shoot thirty- five? f the cotton tails 
during a single day of tbe open season.

TO ADOPT 

NEW SYSTEM 

The special meeting of the Western 
passenger.associatlon, to act finally upon 
the special committee report favoring the 
issuance of Interchangeable 2.000 mile 
passenger. books in all states where the two 
cent fair is now in effect, Wisconsin, Illi- 
nois. Iowa and Minnesota, and also the 
issuance of nn interchangeable excess big- 
gage book, good on all roads in these 
states within tbe association territory, has 
been postponed until next week, 

A new style of book in the west, which 
is also under consideration by tbe associa- 
tion, is one known ns "The Railway Script 
Money Book." This is a book which, if> 
adopted, will be sold at SlO flat, and each 
dividend strip, covering. a total of 4,000 
1-cent strips, will be equal to so much cash 
to tbe holder when presented at the ticket 
ofHce of any good road in the association 
territory, good for either passenger fare or 
excess baggage. With this book, if n 
passenger desires to travel twenty five 
miles, the ticket agent would pull out fifty 
of tbe 1-cent strips, thus covering tbe dis- 
tance at the rata of 2 cents; with excess 
baggage the same would be done in pro- 
portion to the amount due for baggage over 
weight.

Way down in Delaware Gap, Pa. there 
wns sadness Friday when Mrs. Acnes 
King, a pretty Widow of 30. was notified 
of tbe death of W, J. Rowland, who was 
killed in the explosion at the Laflin-Rand 
powder mills on Wednesday morning of 
last week. Mrs. King was the sweetheart 
of the dead man and the two were to have 
been married in tbe nenr future. Now- 
Itmd hnd come west only a short time ago 
and it was his intention to return to Penn- 
sylvania for the wedding just as soon ns he 
earned a little more money no ns to make it 
poisible for him to retire from the business 
of being n powder maker, 

Alter Nowland hnd been hurt and before 
he had toeen attended by the physicians, be 
called two of bis friends to him and asked 
them if they thought he was seriously hurt. 
Tbey told him that he was very badly 
burned nnd that it was possible that bis 
injuries would prove fatal/ The Injured 
man then asked them to witness his Inst 
will and testament, It wbs impossible for 
him to write the document but he dictated 
it. He said: "Now, boys, I want every- 
thing I have, including my money in the 
First National Bank at Kenosha and in 
the hank in Philadelphia, to go to Mrs. 
Agnes King, of Delaware Gap, Pa. She is 
my sweetheart." 

He asked the two men to act as witnesses 
and to go to Kenosha as soon as be was 
dead and place his statement in writing 
and make amdavits as to his wishes. This 
was done nnd the unusual will made toy 
Nowland will be filed for probate within a 
«liort time. Nowland leaves on estate val- 
ued at more than $2,000. He has n little 
over $300 in tbe First National Bank at 
Kenosha. $50 due him from the company 
and it is expected that his estate will re- 
ceive a small sum from tbe company as 
cinmages for tbe loss of his life. Added to 
this Nowland has something like $2,000 in 
tbe bank at Philadelphia, which wns part 
of the estate* left toy his father. If his last 
wishes are carried out by the probate 
courts all of this money will go to Mrs. 
King. It is said that the woman and 
Nowland have been engaged foi more than 
a year.

Investigation by detectives attached to 
the State's Attorney's office has disclosed 
that Con&tanlina posed as the eon of a 
wealthy resident of New York, that he said 
be .had been detected eloping with a 
wealthy seciety woman of that city and as 
a punishment his father hnd sent him on u 
trip around the world. 

Mrs. Gentry waB killed at her borne in 
Cbicniro last January, and Constuntine 
who disappeared immediately after was 
caught in New York. Judge Chytraus 
will probably preside at the trial.

Farmer Discovers Farm Hand 

is Chemist and an Exile 

From Germany 



IS PROMPTLY DISCHARGED 



Waukegan Police May Seek Suspect as He 

Took His Satchel of Alleged 

explosives to That City 



Going into tbe barn where his hired - 
man slept, without giving any warning, a 
Wndsworth farmer claims to have discov- 
ered tbe hired man sitting at a table beside 
which stood a satchel filled with bombs and 
explosives, or materials for making them, 
and the discharge of tbe man was the 
result. 

Tbe man is said to be from Waukegan 
and the report is that be returned there 
Sunday and deposited his satchel in a 
saloon. The police are said to have been 
apprised of tbe facts and will endeavor to 
ferret out tbe alleged anarchist, and to 
find out his designs. 

According 1 to the farmer's story, be went 
into Waukegan three weeks ago and hired 
a sturdy young farmer to come nnd work 
for him. 

Soon afterward he found that his hired 
man was an adept in chemistry, a fact that 
the Waukegan man had learned before. 

Then he heard the hired man state that 
he was from Germany and intended to re- 
turn as soon as be coald, which be stated 
won Id be in three years more. 

The end came when tbe farmer walked 
into his barn, in which the man slept, one 
day, and found the chemist-refugee seated 
writing at a table while by his side was an 
open satchel ailed with what tbe farmer 
thinks were shells of iron or bombs. . 

Previous to this his suspicions had been 
excited by the amount of mail his laborer 
had been receiving nnd, sending and ,at 
once on observing the satchel he told tbo 
man that be could consider his job at an 
end. 

Saturday tbe hired man returned to 
Waukegan and placed his trunk and satchel, 
the latter probably , with the suspected 
goods in its content?, in care of a South 
Genesee street saloonkeeper. 

The farmer declares, as does the Wau- 
kegan man, that the man under suspicion 
had every appearance persoiVy of be- 
longing to tbe anarchists and that tbey be- 
I'eve be na< plotting some mischief when 
the fanner.'* eye happened to light upon 
the nest of bombs,

The party or six persons loft New- 
port Sunday afternoon In Mr. M11U- 
ken's big touring enr for NnrrngnnBctt 
pier, Mr. Merrill riding with the chauf- 
feur. The latter, according to Mr. 
Millikcn^has been over the road be- 
fore and was familiar with It, and was 
usually a cnrefttl driver. Just before 
reaching a corner known ns the South 
Ferry, five miles from tho pier, where 
the road takes a sharp turn, Land- 
strom apparently attempted to slow- 
down, but there was some trouble with 
the brakes, und the car swung around 
so rapidly that it overturned.

Emma Goldman Gives It Greetings 
from the United States.

Amsterdam. — Emma Goldman, 
tho American anarchist, ' told the 
Anarchist congress at its opening Sun- 
day that she brought cordial greetings 
from nil tho nnnrchlsts In tho United 
Slates, from San Francleco to New 
York She declared that tho liberty 
at the masses existed only on paper.

Effect of the Two-Cent Law in Minne- 
sota Shown. 

St. Paul, Minn.— Though tho Injunc- 
tion suits now In tho federal court In 
which, the state has been made a de- 
fendant are principally directed at 
the commodity rate law, tho two-cent 
passenger law is also Involved and, 
In anticipation of trouble, Attorney 
General Young and his assistant's 
have just complied . figures covering 
the passenger law that are startling. 

The figures are the roads' own com- 
pilations, furnished nt the request of 
tho railway and warehouse commis- 
sion, and show that the two-cent pas- 
senger law, Instead of being confisca- 
tory, Is direclly the reverse. The fig- 
ures furnished tho commission arc 
the passenger revenues for tho months 
of May and June, nnd compared with 
an average two months' business for 
the previous year, show a marked in- 
crease for all roads with tho oxcop- 
tion or three, the Soo, Minneapolis & 
St, Louis and the Great" Western."' 



President of Telegraphers Gives Out 
An Optimistic Statement. 

New York.— S. J. Small, president 
of the Commercial Telegraphers'unlon, 
arrived In New York Sunday morning 
from the west. Ho wns met at tho rail- 
way station by a large delegation ot 
the striking telegraphers. 

Sunday night Mr. Small gnve out 
an optimistic statoment regarding gen- 
eral strike conditions, in which he 
said: i 

"We have fully 95. per cont. of all 
tho commercial telegraphers In the 
United States on strike. This applies 
to small and large cities. Thousands of 
one-man offices are closed and tho 
keys to the doors are In tho posses- 
sion of city officials, to bo turned over 
to the Inspectors of tho company when 
they arrive," 



Washington. — Despairing of tho 
ability of the Cuban municipalities lo 
keep tho cities. clean and free from 
yellow favor, tho central government 
has at last formally undertaken that 
task. Chief Surgeon Keau cabled tho 
war department Monday upon his re- 
turn from ClenfnegoB, which ho nays 
Is at present tho only place whero 
yollow fever prevnllB, that Gov. Ma- 
goon hud signed the decree national- 
izing the sanitation. 

From thin time on the work of dlsla- 
jcllon and tho ex torml nation of tho 
vellovv fever mosquito will proceed 
under the direction of .officers appoint- 
ed by Gov. Mngoon, In nvost cases sur- 
geons of the army or marine hospital 
service. 

In the opinion of Gov. Ma gran, as 
set out In a cablegram received at thu 
war department Monday, tho yellow 
fover will ho orndlcntcd within six 
weeks. There may boa fow spasmodic 
cases during the period, but there Is no 
danger of on epidemic. Surgeon Koao 
reports five new cases In Clenfucgns, 
making ten In all, but these wero 
among civilians. All uf the soldiers 
who wero at llrst nfTccted, with ono 
exception, hnya been discharged as 
cured, and that -ono Is convalescent. 

Havana.— A decreo creating a na- 
tional department of sanitation hns 
been Blgned by Oov. Mngoon, nnd Is 
to become effective upon the perfec- 
tion of the organization. The person- 
nol of the department will consist of 
ono chief nnd a natlonnl board of five 
members holding office for four years. 
This board Will have nil! control of 
tho sanitation of Cnbn, supplanting 
all local boards. 

Up to the present time the Ineffici- 
ency of the local sanitary authorities 
nnd their failure to report yellow fever 
cases hns thwarted all the efforts to 
stamp out the disease. MnJ, J. ' R. 
Kcan, of the medical corps, reported 
four months ago upon the urgent ne- 
cessity of nntionnl control In sanitary 
matters and this has been emphasized 
bytho recent outbreak of yollow fever 
among tho American troops at Clen- 
fuogos.

Tho Efforts Belnn Made by theNAmerJ- 
can Medical Association. 



Tho Political activity of the Amerl* 
can Medical Association has become 
so pronounced as to causa comment 
In political circles especially aa tho 
tho avowed purpose of the Doctors ot -j* <. w ^ 
tho "Itogulnr" or Allopathic school; of 
which the Association Is chiefly com- 
posed. Is to secure tho passage of such 
laws ' as will not only prevent tho 
sale of so -culled "Patent" medicines, 
but will restrict the practice ortncdl- 
clno and healing to tho "achools" now 
recognized. This In many stales would 
prevent tho growing' practice of Os- 
teopnthy, nnd In nearly overy state 
.would prevent the healers of tho 
Christian Science and mental science 
belief from practicing those sciences 
In which the faith of bo many Intelli- 
gent, people Is so firmly rooted, 

Tho American Medical Association 
has a "Committee on Legislation," 
and tho committee has correspond* 
ents In practically every township — 
Borne 10,000 correspondents ' In all. 
This committee at tho last session of 
tho . American Medical Association 
held In June of this year expressed a 
hopo that a larger number ot physi- 
cians than heretofore will offer them- 
selves as candidates for Congress nt 
the first opportunity. In Its annual 
'report this Commltteo said: "To meet 
tho growing demands of tho .move- 
ment, however, particularly It tlio 
work of active participation In Stato 
legislation Is undertaken, a ' larger 
clerical force must bo employed." 
• This Is almost tho first time in tho 
history of the United States that any 
organized class has frankly avowed 
tho purpose of capturing legislatures 
and dominating legislation In their 
own selfish Interests. * 
t The American Medical Association 
has about G5,000 'members of whom 
27,000 are "fully constituted mem- 
bers" and the rest are members be* 
causo of their affiliation with state or 
locnl societies. The Association owns 
real estate la Chicago valued at Jill,* 
781.91 and Us total assets are |291,- 
567.83. Its liabilities, at tho time of 
the annual-report which was made' at 
tho Jutio meeting, amounted to only 
S21,00C. The excess of assets over 
liabilities Is increasing at tho rote of 
about $30,000 a year, and the purpose 
of the organization Is to dominate 
the field ot medicine, nnd by crushing 
all competitions by' securing tho pas- 
sage of prohibitive legislation, compel 
all of the people of the United States 
to pay a doctor's fee every tlmo the 
most simple remedy Is needed.

Cocoa Cookies Popular with Those 
Who Have a Sweet Tooth— Ex- 
cellent Plum Pudding Sauce 
— Good Summer-Cutlets. 

Cocoa Cooklos. — Cream half cup of 
butter with throe-fourths cup of 
augnr. Add ono beaten egg and ono- 
fourth cup of Bwcet milk, Sift to- 
gether with two cups of flour, .ono- 
fourth teaspoon fill of salt, two tea- 
spoons of baking powder, four tca- 
spoonB of dry cocoa, nnd one teaspoon 
of .cinnamon. Combine wet and dry 
mixtures. Hake ID minutes in hot 
oven. 

Grape Jelly,— To seven pounds of 
grapes add a double handful of Juicy 
crabapplcs, Mnko the Jelly in the 
usual way. It will ho firm and retain 
its shapo when turned out of tho mold. 

Plum Pudding* Sauce.— Cream to- 
gothcr a cupful of sugar nnd half & 
cupful of butter. When light and 
creamy, add tho well beaten yolks of 
four oggs. Stir into this ono wlno 
glass of brandy, a pinch of salt and 
one. largo* cupful of hot cream. Heat 
this mixture well. Placo In a sauce- 
pan over a fire and stir it until It 
cooks sufilcleatly to thicken like 
cream. h 

Tea Halls. — One quart of flour, one 
teacup of warm milk, lmlf a teacup of 
good yeast, two eggs, level table- 
spoonfuTof sugar, salt to taste. Mix 
Into n soft dough nt nine o'clock. Let 
ft rise well; knend thoroughly, and 
make Into small rolls, sprinkle slight- 
ly with warm water; set to rlso again, 
and bako quickly. 

Mother's Mufllns.— One-quarto r cup 
melted butter, add two eggs, one 
tablespoon sugar, pinch of salt; beat 
together ono teacup sweet milk, two 
cups flour, two teaspoons baking pow- 
der. 

Summer Cutlets. — Tako half a dozen 
small cutlets of lamb nnd stew until 
thoroughly done, In good stock with a 
plentiful supply of soup vegetables. 
Tnke them out and weight them down 
with a board until cold. IlrUBb over 
with glaze and ornament on one side 
with pretty colored vegetables, cut in- 
to thin Btrlps and nnanged to form n 
lattice pattern, Mnke a salad of tho 
cold boiled vegetables with peas to 
predominate, and heap It In a dish. 
Lay the cuttets : nronnd the edge with- 
the ornamented Bide up nnd garnish 
tho top with chopped aspic Jelly, * 

Simple and Attractive Salads. 
An odd and pretty salad Is made 
of celery and apple. Instead of the 
usual crescents and cubes, the celery 
and apple aro cut In long, narrow 
straws, mixed lightly with mayon- 
naise, and garnished with a fluffy hor. 
dor or watercress. Another salad Is 
potato and tomato. Tho freshly 
cooked potato Is cut In very small 
pieces, placed In a bowl with a slice 
of onion. A French dressing Is poured 
over while tho potato 1b warm and 
Whole allowed to stand for two hours 
In a' cool plnco. When ready to serve 
a fresh tomato Is peeled, carefully 
scooped out, filled with the potato 
mixture, ,und a large spoonful of 
cooked dressing, to which whipped 
cream lias bcoa added, placed on top.

T IS now a recognized 

I axiom that all successful 
oKort comes as the result 
of organization. While re- 
form movements have ono 
or more individuals re- 
sponsible for their exist- 
ence, it Is tho concentra- 
tion of purposo added to 
numbers that wins. Tho 
modern trada union has 
been criticized,. Justly nnd 
unjustly, but its ttnderly 
lug, principles are founded on the doc- 
trine of the greatest good to the great- 
est number, and tho laudable desire to 
remedy conditions at times Intoler- 
able and nlwaya capable of Improve- 
ment. 

Tho labor movement sometimes 
needs to bo saved from Its friends. 
Restriction of membership, high Initia- 
tion fees, tho false Idea that men bavo 
not an equal right to live and work, 
with hero and there an organization 
refusing them admittance, and other 
abuses that might ho nnmed, are rec- 
ognized by tho .student of the qucs* 
Uons of tho day as wrong. Wo might 
as well bo candid. It pays, oven 
though It may not always be popular. 
But recognizing shortcomings — and 
what Individual or organlzaUon Ib 
without thorn? — the effort to pull down 
tho structuro of trade .unionism In- 
stead of helping to remedy Its defects,' 
calls for a dispassionate rovlew of the 
results attained by combination. }, 

Tho trade union Is an Important fac- 
tor In assisting women to Improved 
conditions. "Equal pay for equal 
work" has long been the slogan of 
tboBO hades and callings shared be- 
tween tho sexes. Tho injustice of 
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taking advantage of tho weak simply 
becttuse of the want of strength is ap- 
parent to all fair-minded persons. 

Tho trade union 1b over vigilant In 
opposition to child labor. This appall- 
ing system of making money at the 
oxpenso of sapping the life hlood of 
members of the coming generation Is 
a ' source of regrot and wonder — not 
only to our omi citizens, but' also to 
Investigators from foreign lands. Lack 
of oducntlon Is n mennco to any coun- 
try. Stunting of physique degrndea a 
people. Occasionally tho exigency ol 
circumstances Impels parents to add 
to tho family Income, but the duty of 
the state Is Imperative. Laws remedy- 
ing this condition of nflolrB nre lob- 
bled against by Interests not exactly 
impersonal or patriotic, nnd their de- 
feat Is sometimes encompassed by 
Illegitimate moans. Tho glass work- 
ers' association of Mine tola, in south- 
ern New Jersey, has taken 7G children 
from tho unhealthy work of the glass 
factories and sont thorn to school, at 
the same time paying the small sal- 
aries thoy were accustomed to. In 
one of the southern stntcB a typo- 
graphical union Is paying for the edu- 
cation of future citizens of this repub- 
lic who wero a fow months ago em- 
ployed In n.mine — shut out from the 
sunlight, from tho pleasures of child- 
hood and from tho opportunities that 
have nn upward trond. Of the illsln- 
terentedness of those a3&qclntcd with 
the labor movement In preserving the 
children of both, sexes other Instances 
might be named did spnee permit. 
Snlllco It to eny that the trade unionist 
stands with those farces that have, for 
their object tho elevation and not the 
degradation of childhood. 



Springfield.— Central Illinois dis- 
tillers gave Uncle Sam more than $3&> 
000,000 during tho fiscal year ending 
July 1. These collections paid onc- 
Hftcenth of tho total expense of the 
government for tho year. The exact 
amount as compiled by tho office in 
this city was $35,577,448,10, or nearly 
$3,000,000 a month. Tho Fifth dis- 
trict pays more than doublo any dis- 
trict in the United States. The 
average dally collections that go 
through the ohlce In this city are 
about $100,000. 

The largest receipts by far nre from 
tho mnnufnclure of whisky. The 
Fifth Illinois district gathers in more 
interna] revenue tax than any similar 
federal division, with the single excep- 
tion of tho custom a office in New 
York. One-half of tho world's supply 
of whisky is manufactured In the 
Fifth district. In addition tho local 
rectifying houses manufacture gin, 
brandies and other forms of liquor. 
Tho market for this whisky Is in nil 
parti or the world. Tho whisky busi- 
ness has grown rapidly in Peoria. In 
1863, tho Firth Illinois district paid 
$183,000 In revenues. Jn 1870 it hnd 
jumped to $2,000,000. It was $10,400,- 
000 In 1880, and in 1891 tt aggregated 
$21,000,000.

N contrast to tho holiday of 
labor as celebrated in Eu- 
rope on the first of May, 
the American Labor day. 
Is a peaceful family day. 
In Europe worklngmen are 
not yot secure in the en-" 
Joyment of their rights, and the first 
of May is made the occasion uf demon- 
strations of. a political nature often 
ending in bloodshed and always excit- 
ing apprehensions among lovers of 
tranquility. In America the day Is 
merely an opportunity for worklngmen 
to prolong their weekly holiday from 
Saturday noon to Tuesday morning. 
Coming midway between Independ- 
ence dny and Thanksgiving day It is 
an agreeable break In the continuity 
of work. There is a little parading, 
but all the organizations of working- 
men take part in that Picnics and 
sports, family gatherings, and amuse- 
ments of young people are the fea- 
tures of tho, day. 

Labor no longer has to assort Itself 
to have lis rlghtB and Its dignity rec- 
ognized. - It Is of more value to the 
older workman to have n day off with 
his family or to. the young workman 
to. bavo a day with the people of his 
own age than to spend tbo day noisily 
In Insisting upon rights wtilch nobody 
disputes and In displaying a numeri- 
cal strength which con', bo exercised 



so much more effectively In other 
ways. 

1 Tbo children tako an especial pleas- 
ure in Labor day because In most 
places It delays for 24 hourB the open- 
ing of the schoolrooms In which they 
are, to- spend 'the larger part of tho' 
next ten months. It Is tho last day of 
VacaUpn, and It Is a day boldly taken 
from the first Week of school, almost 
as If In defiance of the school boll. 
With their fathers nnd big brothers 
equally free from tasks, the vacation 
closes In a big celebration, In a blaze 
of glory. 

Then work begins again for old and 
young. Summer 1b over. Pleasant 
days will came, but tbo heart must 
not heed the call of the open sky. 
There Is much to bo done, much treas- 
ure to be stored up for the future; 
for tho child, knowledge; for the work- 
man, skill In his trade and provision 
for the needs of his family. It It Beema 
strange that Labor ' day should bo 
celebrated by an avoidance of labor, It 
Is -certain, on the other hand, that 
those who labor best appreciate most 
tho sotUng apart of this ono dny In 
honor of honest toll. Saints have their 
days; and so have heroes and kings. 
This Is the dny of the common man, 
and' every one who works can claim 
a share of the honor If not of tbo holi- 
day. 



New Town Is Booming. 

Benbow Is enjoying ' the greatest 
boom that any municipality In that 
section of the state haa.ever known, 
lleubow Is known as the city built in 
a night. The Standard Oil company arc 
erecting the greatest oil refinery in 
tho world five mlleB south of Alton 
and a half mile caBt of the Mississippi 
river. Three years will he required 
In the construction, and more than $»,- 
000,000 will be expended. Two hundred 
tanks each 85 feet In diameter and 35 
feet high are being erected In which 
to store the crude oil piped from 
CaBoyYllle. At present there are. 1,200 
men working In the construction. It 
has been understood that the company 
would not drill for oil in that locality, 
but late evidences of the presence of 
tho fluid will be too grent a tempta- 
tion to resist, it Is thought. Several 
wells In Benhow City contain so much 
oil oh the top of the water that It is

BE MARTIN'S philosophy, 
"You can't lay off Labor 
day unloss yer a war kin' 
man," has much in It La- 
bor day Is one bf those ob- 
servances that' fulfills Its 
Its spirit Is a recognition of 
labor In the sense of. manual work, 
the oauso of those' that In ordinary 
course make a living by toll; It Is the 
union of all, whether called — speaking 
broadly, to the nature of tbo case — of, 
having their toll fruitful enough to re- 
lieve them from steady' application. 
So. It speaks to and stand b . for the 
groat mass of men as thoy have been 
since society ■ was organized, and ■ as 
they will be while It lasts.-'" In thlfl 
sonso It does not stand strictly for 
those that work no less oxnctlugly but 
that arb not classed as laboring men— 
as ,Mr. Martin « aoutely ' nqtes. But It 
stands for them In a sense — the Bense 
In which It recognizes the solidarity 
of all work. There is a bond. of toll; 
It is the union of all, though-called la- 
boring men or not, who give value re- 
ceived -In tho personal . sacrifice of 
strenuous physical endeavor. 

Thero is a difference herb between 
tho toll of mind and , t body. Mark 
Twain in ono of his book's speaks with 
vitriolic acorn of those "that toll with 
the mind comparing themselves with 
thoso that wield a pick or' shovel or 
tend, a machine, Tho naturo of his 
dlsUnctloti — - though ho does not say 
It — Is that with other forms of work 
there is tho element of creation.. Thoy 
hare risen to tho point-where tbo Indi- 
viduality of the ;workor counts appro-' 
clably. This of course is so in all la- 
bor. But in the great mass of bodily 
toll the man is' merely tho link of in- 
telligence that unties forces and one 
is In a broad sense the same as an- 
other. And It, la this impersonal, im- 



pregnable, Indefeasible, quality In toil 
that tho worklngmen as we use the 
term, knows and feels from his earli- 
est to his latest day. Now to give to 
him that thua does and Buffers a roc- 
ognlUon higher that he has been wont 
to have — It Is for this America stands. 
That Is ono among the brightest of 
Its Ideals. Out of the advance toward 
the hope of Its approximation has 
come the national feast that we call 
Labor day. It stands as a sign that 
as a people wo remember the lot of 
mankind and moan to dignify it — In- 
dianapolis News.

also gave n history of the lire of tho 
authors. Tho lecture on the appropri- 
ate subject was a part of the program 
that had been laid out for the first 
Sunday of tho assembly. In tho eve- 
ning tho Passion play waa given, nnd 
a sacred concert followed. Edinburgh 
has a largo representation on the as- 
sembly grounds. "Tho Susie's Dining 
club" has been organized and a num- 
ber of rnmllles nre enjoying the out- 
ing. Tho Edlnburg band has been 
engaged to give four concerts at the 
Chautauqua, and tho campers will en- 
tertain a number of relaUves and 
friends during tho engagement of Die 
musical organization. 

Cannon Stopped Mad Dog. 

Speaker Joe Cannon narrowly es- 
caped being a victim of tho mad-dog 
epidemic that has "caused two deaths 
from hydrophobia In his homo city of 
Danville, nnd sent ten other victims 
hurrying to Chicago for treatment 
Uncle Joe was standing In front of 
tho Plaza hotel in Danvlllo when he 
hoard Bhouts of "Mad dog!" and saw 
a great throng, led by two of -the In- 
spectors, who have been slaughtering 
detached canines for the last ■ ten 
days, in full cbaao of a yellow dog. 
The animal was In the center of 
the street, and before Uncle Joe 
realized his danger It had reached a 
point directly opposite him. Then, to 
his astonishment, it made a sharp turn 
to the right and ran directly toward 
him. When the dog was within two 
feet of Uncle Joe his right No. 10 sud- 
denly shot out and caught the animal 
in the ribB, Just back of the right fore- 
leg. The yelping dog was lifted fully 
two feet Into the air and dropped 
dazed into the gutter. A minute later 
an Inspector arrived and killed the 
animal with one shot 



Motor Vehicles Must bo Numbered. 

The state law is explicit In requir- 
ing numbers on ail motor vehicles, 
aud It defines motor vehicles as "all 
automobiles, locomobiles nnd all other 
vehicles propelled other wlee than by 
muscular power, except motor bl 
cycles, true lion engines and rond roll- 
ers, tho ' cars of electric and steam 
railways and Dther motor vehicles run- 
ning only upon rails or tracks." 



Governor At Sullivan. 

August 21st was a gala day in Sul- 
livan. The old settlers and soldiers 
held their annual celebration and thou- 
sands were attracted to the city In 
consequence. The feature ot the morn- 
ing's celebration -was a parade, in 
which over 1,000 participated. The 
parade was composed largely of old 
settlers and old soldiers, together with 
the Sons of Veterans. The leading 
number on the day's program was the 
address delivered by Governor Deneea 
at the north side- school house.
